Havana 


When I think of Machado I re- 
member the midsummer smells 
of Havana. There is the cool whiff 
of the trade winds in the morn- 
ing in that quiet, early hour, when 
the ice is being delivered to the 
bars and the cantinas. And al- 
ways, in that brief, fresh hour, the 
aroma of coffee. The odors 
changed with the position of the 
sun. From about 10 o’clock until 
late afternoon there was a humid 
heat and a pleasant, sour smell 
came from the noisy restaurants, 
bars, corner shops and gutters. 
In the park one could smell the 
dry, hot grass and plants. The 
last torrid days of Machado were 
tense and sultry, like a gathering 
summer storm. Everyone knew 
that sooner or later there would 
be the crash of thunder and the 
crackling flash of electrical bolts. 
These would soon become gunfire, 
the muttering thunder of mobs. 


There is yet another smell I re- 
member. The late Sumner 
Welles, then ambassador to Cuba, 
obtained for me the last palace 
interview granted by Machado. 
This was 1933. There was no alr- 
conditioning. The place was 
guarded with machine guns and 
troops. The windows were closed. 
The drapes were drawn to pre- 
vent snipers from having targets. 
The way in was one guarded gate, 
with machine guns behind sand- 
bags at each side of it. Inside 
there was the stuffy smell of 
dusty carpets and stale air. But, 


} what I have always remembered 


was the faint, yet persisting stink 
of long-burned incense and of 
Machado himself who had sweat- 
ed much and bathed little. 


The stairways were ‘closed. We 
went up the elevator to Machado. 
It was a sterile interview. 
Machado, a gross, pock-marked, 
cruel-looking man, gave only the 
expected answers. He was a big- 
time thief and corruptionist. I had 
seen the broken and marked 
bodies of students and heard the 
weeping of mothers and fathers 
mourning dead sons. I cut it short 
myself and went out, feeling the 
hot weight of the afternoon sun 
replace the rank air of the palace. 


It was not long before he fled 
.. . his loot safely in U.S. banks. 


Curses 


Batista, who conceived the re- 
volt that overthrew Machado, 
came from a background which 
gave him insight into the real 
needs of his country. It is a beau- 
tiful place, with many great 
patriots. It has a tradition of lib- 
erty. 


Batista began as do all dicta- 
tors. He began to enrich himself, 
but at first he did not take it 
all. He gave the nation some 
schools, roads and improvements. 
It is the familiar pattern. 


But, like all dictators, great and 
small, and in the manner of all 
would-be dictators, he wanted 
wealth more than honor, power 
more than respect. If he has any 
lucid moments he must wonder 
how he, Batista, became in the 
eyes of Cubans as great a beast 
and butcher as Machado.

France Cuts

de Gaulle’s regime.

Pinay outlined at a news con- 
ference a series of stiff financial 
measures intended to strengthen 
France’s hand in dealings both at 
home and abroad. 


MADE PUBLIC 


The immediate effect of deci- 
sions made public by the bespect- 
acled ex-premier will 
be higher consumer prices for a 
formidable array of things includ- 
ing coal, gas, electricity, food and 
tobacco; and a decline in govern- 
ment handouts. 


The austerity program, launched 
Saturday with a cut of 17.55 per 
cent in the value of the franc, 
parallels a move by France and 
nine other West European nations 
to liberalize their foreign exchange 
restrictions. 


Effective Monday, all 10 began 
allowing foreigners holding their 
currencies to convert them at of- 
ficial rates into dollars or any oth- 
er kind of money they wished. 
West Germany, one ef the 10, went 
even further. A Bonn -spokesman 
said German citizens will be able 
to buy dollars freely, though banks 
will ask them as a formality what 
the dollars are wanted for.

Rockefeller, a possible candidate 
for the 1960 GOP presidential nom- 
ination, made the recommenda- 
tion in a report accompanying his 
resignation as chairman of the 
President’s Advisory Committee 
on Government Organization. 


Eisenhower accepted Rockefel- 
ler’s resignation, effective Dec. 31, 
with deep gratitude for work done 
by the committee. The group was 
set up in January, 1953, to recom- 
mend ways of making government 
operations more efficient. 


“I trust you will long recall with 
deep satisfaction the important 
contribution you made in the de- 
velopment and far-reaching dis- 
cussions” on government reorgani- 
zation, Eisenhower said in a let- 
ter to Rockefeller. 


The exchange of correspondence 
was released as Eisenhower and 
his grandson, David, made an- 
other shopping foray into down- 
town Gettysburg to buy some 
shoes and birthday presents. 


They drove into town from the 
Eisenhower farm, where the Pres- 
ident has been relaxing and work- 
ing on his various messages to 
the new Democratic - controlled 
Congress which convenes next 
month.

The United States is still out 
in front of other nations in the 
development of nuclear power, 
the president of the Southern 
Company said here Monday. 


Harllee Branch Jr. told the 
Atlanta Rotary Club that that 
was the impression he received 
while attending the second inter- 
national Atoms for Peace Con- 
ference in Geneva, Switzerland. 


“How does the United States 
stand in the matter of atomic 
power development?” Branch 
asked rhetorically, then an- 
swered: 


“I very definitely concluded 
(from what was reported at Ge- 
neva) that our country is still 
considerably out in front of all 
the nations in the diversity and 
extent of its atomic know-how as 


well as in the variety and vol- 


ume of its current research and 


| experimental programs.” 


The utility magnate also criti- 


cized “some American journal- 


ists’ who ‘‘seem determined to 
minimize our nation’s real ac- 
complishments in the field of nu- 
clear power.” 


Such criticism, Branch said, 
can become ‘exceedingly danger- 
ous if it results in the reckless 
expenditure of American tax dol- 
lars to overcome a lag or de- 
ficiency which, in fact, does not 
exist.” 


The Southern executive pointed 
out that this country now has an 
atomic industry employing 125.,- 
000 people and performing work 
in the peaceful atom field with 
a value in excess of $300 million 
year. 


The United States, he said, now 


has a total capacity of over 80,- 
000 electric kilowatts from nu- 


clear plants. By 1970, the 66 gov- 
ernments represented at the Ge- 
neva conference will have reached 
a capacity of 15 million kilowatts.

The move by Western European na- 
tions back to monetary and trade free- 
idom properly is being hailed as. one of 
the most important international events 
since World War II. For the first time 
tsince that disaster, their currencies will be 
;freely convertible, thus easing some of 
}the strains which have stood as bars to 
junity. 

+ The action precedes» by only a few 
}days inauguration of the European Com- 
tmon Market—the economic union of West 
Germany, France, Italy, Belgium, The 
|Netherlands and Luxembourg. Over a 
‘period of 18 years this economic commu- 
nity will become a single trading bloc. 
‘The initial move will be cuts of 10 per 
jeent in tariffs. 

| Great Britain has opposed the com- 
mon market idea because of commitments 
‘in the British Commonwealth. In going 
along with the others In converting its 
‘currency for external trade, however, it 
is cooperating in general moves for Eu- 
ropean unity. It brings to an end the 
European Payments Union under which 
‘trade credits were handled. 

— Devaluation of the franc was expect- 
‘ed. It was a deliberate move to make 
French goods more competitive in the 
common market and created little stir 
among the other countries that had been 
consulted in advance. 

Events culminating in convertibility 
‘as well as the common market have been 
objectives of United States foreign policy 
for a number of years. West European 
unity is an essential in long-range pro- 
grams to build its strength in the face of 
aggressive communism. Economic vnity, if 
finally attained, will be the forerunner 
of political unity and what is hoped will 
become a United States of Europe. 

As far as the American dollar is con- 
cerned, convertibility is an indication that 
dollar reserves have reached a point in 
Britain and the other nations that the 
move was possible. It will have a stimu- 
lating effect upon American trade with 
Europe. From our standpoint, too, this 
shows. that. West Europe’s economic 
comeback is successful and vigorous. 

Western Europe has turned its back 
upon the past and looks to the future in 
a spirit of working together. That is the 
only hope, as its leaders know, for sur- 
vival.

Christmas rifles already have led to 
heart-wrenching tragedies. 

Others will follow unless youngsters 
are taught respect for their firearms and 
all the necessary precautions. 

The National Rifle Assn. has issued 
some safety tips which all parents would 
do well to instill into their children before 
permitting them to handle a gun. 

They include: Always point the muz- 
vile in a safe direction: do not keep a 
loaded gun in the house; unload the gun 
Before putting it in the car; keep the 
gafety on and the trigger finger off until 
ready to fire; know your target and see 
all of it before firing; use a club instead 
of your gun to flush game; concentrate on 
your companions instead of the game by 
making absolutely certain you know 
where your hunting partners are. 

It’s not enough to read the rules to 
youngsters and have them repeat them 
after you. The safety measures must be 
demonstrated over and over again until 
they become second nature to the child. 

A rifle can be a young boy’s most en- 
joyable possession or it can be as deadly 
as the most poisonous snake. Parents 
should be sure their children are old 
enough to respect their weapon before 
allowing them to have any kind of fire- 
arms. If they are’ permitted to have a 
gun, be sure they learn and practice all 
rules of safety.

Rash Acts Set Stage 
For Civil Rights Bills 


The Justice Department Monday was 
reported as having prepared a “package” 
of civil rights legislation. which will be 
presented to the next Congress. The ccn- 
tents of the package are confidential. But 
oné may guess with some assurance of 
accuracy. 

The Civil Rights Commission will be 
proposed for extension beyond .the 1959 
deadline. We think it should be, This com- 
mission, made up, largely of Southern- 
born men, including a segregationist lead- 
er, former Gov. John Battle, of Virginia, 
is a necessary sort of commission for our 
times. 

The irresponsible defiance of this com- 
mission in Alabama has done the South’s 
cause more harm than anything since the 
hate bombings. Even a personal plea from 
former Gov. Battle failed to halt the petty 
refusal to cooperate in the matter of vot- 
ing laws. For any state to oppose the 
right to vote is the height of folly. With- 
out question the Alabama attitude has 
caused many of the South’s friends in the 
administration and in the Congress to 
harden their attitude toward the South. 
Opposition to desegregation is under- 
standable. But refusal to allow qualified 
citizens to vote cannot be defended. 

Hate bombings will come under a new 
law. It is odd how many congressmen, 
who think it is all right to have the FBI 
investigate bad checks and stolen auto-~- 
mobiles, furiously oppose FBI attention 
to hate bombings. For this they invoke 
“states rights.” These persons want 
forgeries and “hot” automobiles made dif- 
ficult but they appar@ntly want bombings 
of schools, churches and homes made 
easy. 

Until the State of Alabama took the 
action it did in refusing to reveal its vot- 
ing records, we were dubious about legis- 
lation giving the Justice. Department in- 
junctive powers in investigations of such 
violations. All we can now add is that 
such powers are necessary in Alabama. If 
other states are to act similarly, then 
the power of injunction may be gen- 
erally needed to allow qualified citizens 
to vote. 

Those persons who refuse to give an 
inch are being revealed slowly but surely 
as the worst liability with which the 
Southern. states must contend. One may 
only hope for the best. All we need is 
another bombing or so and ancther bit of 
folly such as Alabama provided to set 
the anti-South tide irretrievably against 
us.

Soviet Missile Threat 
Is Very Grave, Indeed 


The prediction that the Soviet Union 
will have 300 intercontinental ballistic 
missiles within 18 months is not pleasant 
reading. The added prediction that 150 of 
these will be able to land within three 
miles of their targets is even less appe- 
tizing. 

If the prediction, made by a research 
group for the Pentagon, is true, we can 
expect growing pressures by the Soviet 
Union on all fronts. Worst of ell is the 
threat to our whole retaliatory concept 
through the Strategic Air Command as a 
deterrent to war. The group suggests, in 
fact, that it might well be possible for a 
simultaneous attack to be made on all 
SAC bases at once. 

There is one conclusion which must 
be drawn from this prediction. The Unit- 
ed States can lose no time in getting its 


' Atlas missile into production and ready 


for operational use. To maintain the “bal- 
ance of terror” which has held Soviet ag- 
gression in check, we must be eble to 
match Moscow missile for missile. 

While still hoping that disarmament 
agreements can be reached and that safe- 
guards against surprise atttack can be 
established, ‘the United States will be 
courting certain disaster unless we build 
and maintain the defensive and offensive 
strength to prevent it. The period of 
greatest danger is not far away.

by famine and all the ills and 
plagues it spreads. 


He might be as wrong as Mal- 
thus was. The recent experience 
of France, for example, tends to 
show that an increase in popula- 
tion generally brings an increase 
in productivity and prosperity. 
Yet this is not guaranteed—even 
if men develop a taste for the

ing population; but when it eats 
up jobs, it creates a social re- 
sponsibility to ease the transfer of 
labor from production to distribu-

Happily, this trend is offset 
somewhat by the increase in 
white-collar jobs. 

In addition, many employment 
opportunities will open up in such 
fields as banking, insurance and 
r ch. So industries and re- 
gious which foresee a decline in 
production jobs should be\giving 
thought to the reassignment, re- 
training and relocation of workers. 

Some help may be found in the 
pattern of our population growth. 
While an over-all increase of from

those in’ the 24 to 64 year age 
group, the group in which most 
workers are found, is expected to 
be less than 20 million. About 50 
miliion persons will be either 
younger or older. Although with- 
out jobs, they will use up a good 
bit of the nation’s production.

WASHINGTON—The FBI {is gravely con- 
cerned by the rising tide of bombings of pub- 
lic schools, churches and synagogues. The Bu- : : 
reau is not waiting for new legislation to put its facilities and skills 


behind the efforts of state and local police to bring these acts of 


terror under control, Director J.

To equip local police with all 
possible modern know-how in deal- 
ing with this kind of crime and 
thus improve both detection and 
prevention, the FBI has just com- 
pleted 176 regional “law enforce- 
ment conferences on bombings 
and threats of bombings”’ in every 
part of the country. 

To aid local authorities in deal- 


ing with bombings, the

To date these crimes of fanati- 
cal™yiolence show no visible les- 
sening. act, attacks on school 
buildings have increased. 

The total bombings and attempt- 
ed bombings now reach a two- 
year total of 107. During the sec- 
ond two weeks of October of this 
year the FBI reports 119 ‘‘threats 
to bomb” from all parts of the 
country, and during November 
there were 225 “threats to bomb.” 

The heaviest concentration of 
bombings in the. South were in 
Alabama, Georgia and Tennessee, 
and in the North in Illinois, Michi- 
gan and Missouri. The largest 
percentage of victims were Ne- 
groes, and where religious and 
educational buildings were tar- 
gets, such targets were Jewish 
rather than non-Jewish. 

Hoover sees these crimes as 
posing a new kind of danger of 
“mob violence” and requiring 


Edgar Hoover already has taken 


highly specialized preparation to 
combat them. He puts it this way: 

“The grave danger in these acts 
of terrorism lies in the fact that 
they are spawned in blind hatred. 
Only the extreme ‘lunatic fringe’ 
of our population could perpetrate 
or encourage such crimes. Al- 
ready these frenzied outrages have 
erupted in various localities in 
the country. Certainly, no com- 
munity is immune from attack.” 

It was immediately after the 
bombing of the Hebrew Benevo- 
lent Congregation in Atlanta, Ga., 
in mid-October that the FBI set 
up its series of conferences. 

One thing was made very clear 
to local police and that is that the 
FBI does not have to wait until 
there is evidence that a federal 
law has been violated in order to 
give its assistance to any com- 
munity which needs it. As it was 
pointed out at the recent FBI 
schools, whether the FBI does or 
does not have jurisdiction, its co- 
operative facilities are fully avail- 
able. 

The effect of these conferences 
is to strengthen the teamwork 
between state and local authori- 
ties and the FBI, and I think the 
evidence is preponderant that local 
enforcement authorities welcome 
and are eager to use the FBI. I 
suspect: that evidence of such 
close and immediate teamwork 
will itself be a new deterrent to 
the “lunatic fringe’’ terrorists.

$10 Million 
For Relief 


State, U.S. Grants 
Will Aid Work 


The amount of money to be ex- 
pended in Fulton County for coun- 
ty, state and federal welfare costs 
“will go over the $10 million mark 
next year,’’ County Welfare Ad- 
ministrator Wellborn R. Ellis pre- 
dicted Monday. 


Ellis said the increase will result 
from program grants put into ef- 
fect during November by the state 
and federal governments. 


This includes payments to de- 
pendent children and aged, blind 
and disabled persons. 


Even with the increased grants, 
however, welfare costs in the 
county are only slightly more than 
what they were during the depres- 
sion year of 1938, Ellis pointed out. 


4,000 CASES 


Total county, state and federal 
welfare disbursements in 1938 
were $9,142,909.46 for slightly over 
4,000 cases. These costs totaled 
$9,140,505.39 during 1957 for 13,705 
cases. 


The 1958 total includes WPA, 
CCC and NYA wage payments and 
surplus commodities which were 
channeled through and adminis- 
tered by the welfare department. 


Including all the funds the coun- 
ty will handle for Atlanta, the 
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county, the state and for the fed- 
eral government, Fulton will spend | 
about $9,350,000 this year, Ellis 
said. 


TOTAL EXPENDITURES 


Pointing out that total welfare 
expenditures in Fulton had only | 
recently matched that of the de- 
pression years, Ellis said this was 
‘“‘in spite of the fact that the dol- 
lar is not what it was worth then 
and in spite of the increases in 
population in the county.” 


Welfare caseloads have been | 
kept down, he emphasized, only | 
through the institution during the 
past several vears of rehabilitative 
type services which allow welfare | 
clients to learn new skills that | 
return them to employable status | 
so they can support themselves | 
and be taken off welfare rolls. 


BIG BUSINESS 


The administrator emphasized 
that welfare in Fulton “is a big 
business.”” Other than the City 
of Atlanta school system, welfare 
is the “biggest business” in the 
county and is the “most com- 
plex,” Ellis said. 


The department’s budget in- 


cludes $1,412,274 from the county 
commissioners and the remainder 
of its funds come from state, fed- 
eral and other sources. Among 
these sources are court-ordered 
payments for support of children, 
state and federal reimbursements 
for administrative expenses and 
rent and seasonal donations.

As the immortal Corey Ford checrved in his essay, “Do You 
Save String?” there isn’t anything somebody doesn’t save. 

His list of things that people keep, made on a top-to-bottom 
inventory of his own home, gives you an idea. They included: 
1. Things that go on things. 2. Things that come off things. 3. Things 
that other things came in. 4. Things that seem a shame to throw 
away. 5. Things in the cellar. 6. Things to keep things from going 
in and out. 7. Things that have a certain sentimental value. 8. 
Things that are too nice to use 


You'd think this would cover everything from jar lids to a 
certain bottle of Napoleon brandy Mr. Ford mentioned. But, of 
course, it doesn’t take into account collections which are a separate 
savers’ division in themselves. 


Since collecting anything calls for a quality consistency I’ve 
never been able to pursue it as a hobby, although I've started 
many collections in my time. When I was a child I had a collection 
of arrowheads (two) which is about par for all my collections. 
Once I dallied with the idea of collecting pressed-glass butter dishes 
but what on earth would you do with more than one or two butter 
dishes, the price of butter being what it is? From time to time 
I’ve been enticed by the idea of collecting books by a certain 
author or on a certain subject, but another author or another sub- 
ject always caught my eye and led me off on a tangent. 

But I have the greatest admiration for the steadfast and sin- 
gle-minded devotion of collectors, particularly when their subject is 
something that is of historical interest. 


The other day I had a letter from such a collector and I hope 
somebody here may join him in a little mutually beneficial swap- 
ping and dickering. He is Arthur B. Upshur of 1504 West Avenue, 
Richmond 20, Va. 


Mr. Upshur collects books and pamphlets on the Navy, par- 
ticularly the period from the Spanish-American War (1898) through 
the Russo-Japanese war (1904). 

“In those days,”” he writes, “booklets of ship views were issued 
by insurance companies, breweries, typewriter manufacturers, 
patent medicine companies, etc. Also tobacco companies got out 
cards with warships in colors on them. I would like very much to 
add to my collection such items; also books on ‘Our Navy’, Spain's 
navy, etc. I would give in exchange a booklet on Atlanta that was 
given away at the Georgia building at the Jamestown Exposition 
in 1907, also a colaged picture post card of the Georgia building 
there. 


“It may impress you as strange to make such a request as 
above of an inland city, but my experience has been that sea books 
and pamphlets are more frequently found in such localities than in 
seaports. In Norfolk, Portsmouth and Newport News one never 
finds anything of the sort. Quite strange! In Atlanta some years 
ago I secured at an old book store an excellent book on the lives 
of British admirals—about a hundred years old. (Not the ad- 
mirals, the book, of course.) Am not so very far from being a 
candidate for membership in the Four Score Club myself but ex- 
pect to pursue my favorite hobby up to the end.”

Mitchell, 22nd in Size, 
A Giant in Agriculture 


Mitchell County, in southwest Georgia, was created from Baker 
County in 1857, ranking 12ist in order of creation. It was named 
for Gen. Henry Mitchell, an officer of the state militia. Camilla, 
the county seat, was named for his daughter. 


In Camilla is a marker on the site of a trail blazed by William 
Hawthorne in 1818 while he was seeking a short route from North 
Carolina to Florida. 


Mitchell County has 22,400 residents (1957 estimate), ranking 
36th in population (1950 census). Camilla has 4,600 residents (1957 
estimate). Also in the county are Pelham (named 
for Maj. John Pelham who commanded Jeb 
Stuart’s horse artillery while still in his teens), 
Baconton, Hopeful, Branchville, Greenwood, Cot- 
ton, Hinsonton, Laney, Sale City, Greenough, 
Raiford and Dewitt. The Flint River forms the 
county’s west boundary. 

Mitchell County covers 511 square miles, rank- 
ing 22nd in size. It is one of the better agricul- 
tural counties in Georgia. There were 1,777 farms, 

averaging 167 acres, in the county in 1955. 

the farm acreage was in woodlands and 42 

croplands. In 1954, the county ranked first 

sold, second in number of pecan trees, fifth in peanut acreage 
ninth in watermelon acreage, 10th in hogs sold, fourth in sale of 
all crops and seventh in all agricultural sales. Also it ranked sec- 
ond in the nation in pecan trees and 18th in peanut acreage.

Cirrhosis of Liver 


In cirrhosis of the liver, the 
characteristic softness of the liv- 
er is lost and it becomes a tough, 
hard, fibrous structure, its sur- 
face often studded with nodules. 


With this hardening the deli- 
cate cells are gradually destroyed, 
and the size of the organ becomes 
either shrunken or larger and 
firmer. Sometimes its delicate, 
highly organized cells, designed 
for some of the mest imocr‘ani 
work of the boc-, cegenerate 
into fat. 


If these changes occur, the nu- 
merous functions of the liver are 
gradually lost. A certain amount 
of damage can be borne by the 
liver and even reversed. The 
liver cam recover and become nor- 
mal again. But there comes a 
time when this can no longer 
happen, and the damage is then 
final. 


Cirrhosis is usually a disease 
of late middle life and is only 
rarely found in the young. Often it 
comes on insidiously, with vague 
symptoms of easy tiring. indi- 
gestion and loss of appetite. 


Sometimes the first symptom 
noticed by the patient is a swell- 
ing of the abdomen while the 
rest of his body grows thinner. 


‘ The swelling of the abdomen is 
caused by a gradual blocking of 
the portal vein. The body tries 
to recover from this blockage by 
forming a new channel for circu- 
lation, which becomes especially 
prominent in the lower end of the 
esophagus, where varicose veins 
may form. From these hemor- 
rhage may occur, which is often 
the fatal outcome. 


The damage is caused by a 
poison preventing good nutrition 
for the liver cells. 


Alcohol is generally indicted 
as the commonest poison involved 
in this disease. Cirrhosis occurs 
almost seven times as often in 
inebriates as in the general pop- 
ulation. 


In recent years the association 
of a poor diet with alcoholism has 
been thought to play a role in the 
incidence of cirrhosis in alcohol- 
ism. Toxic infections are also 
thought to play a part. 


Treatment of cirrhosis of the 
liver depends upon rest, meticu- 
lous care in diet, supplementary 
vitamins and complete abstention 
from alcohol. Good care of the 
body from then on must be the 
watchword. You can’t run your 
organism without a good liver.

South refused to settle for a 
sure profit in today’s hand. : When 
East elected to take a save 
against three no trump, South 
persisted on to an ambitious five 
club contract and then proceeded 
to justify his action by exhibit- 
ing a flawless demonstration of 
dummy play. 


After the opening club bid and 
diamond response East elected to 
make a take-out double, though 
our choice would have been for 
a simple overcall. Two-suited 
hands are usually easier to de- 
scribe if advantage is taken of 
the low level at which the first 
suit can be shown. 


After South’s redouble, West 
bid one heart inasmuch as this 
call consumed no bidding space 
and promised nothing. East 
raised his partner and South 
freely rebid his fine club suit. 
North took a shot at three no 
trump and East, fearing that his 
opponents could run off a suffi- 
cient number of club tricks, de- 
cided to take a cheap sacrifice 
at four hearts. It was at this 
point that South exercised ques- 
tionable judgment in going all- 
out to try for an 11 trick game— 
but the end justified the means. 


West opened the three of hearts 
and declarer carefully refused 
the trick. Had he taken it, the 
eventual end p’~’ for his contract 
would have b.cn impossible, for 
East at the crucial moment 
would have had a heart with 
which to exit gracefully. 


Declarer won the heart con- 
tinuation, and, lacking sufficient 
entries, properly went to work on 
his side suits before drawing 
trumps. He first had to lead a 
spade and won with the queen 
in his own hand. He then led the 
ace, king of clubs, and then the 
nine over to the dummy’s ten. 
Now came the winning diamond 
finesse and declarer cashed all 
his trumps, reducing dummy to 
the king of spades and two dia- 
monds. East, compelled to hold 
on to two diamonds, had to blank 
his ace of spades. A spade now 
put him in to make the suicidal 
diamond return, away from his 
king.
